Negro Pupils First At 3 Dixie Base Schools 

For the first time, children of Negro Air Force per- 
sonnel are enrolled at schools located off military 
bases in the southern states of Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Florida, a Pentagon spokesman disclosed in 
Washington. 

The children attend schools near the Little Rock 
(Ark.) AF base, Stewart AF base in Tennessee and 
the Homestead AF base in Florida. Officials said the 
school integration was carried on without incident. 
The NAACP instituted protests last year in the Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas cases resulting in the action. 

Meanwhile, officials of the Woman’s National Dem- 
ocratic Club in Washington announced that they 
would resume consideration of additional member- 
ships early in October, paving the way for an end 
to a charge of racial discrimination. When Negro 
women were sponsored for the club several months 
ago, the memberships were rejected because of ‘ 
full quota,” creating an unpleasant situation. 
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Army Helps Disabled GI Dig For Gold In Arizona 
Top Army brass held a high level conference at Fort 
Huachuca, Ariz., last week to decide whether to continue 
helping a disabled ex-army sergeant dig for two to three 
million dollars in buried Spanish treasure. Robert Jones, 
the 265-pound, 45-year-old former 93rd division infantry- 
man from Dallas, led the treasure hunt after convincing 
Col. Eldridge Bacon, post inspector general that he found 
the cache of gold 14 years ago when he fell into a cave 
near Fort Huachuca. Jones said he found 100 bars of 
gold “stacked like cordwood” and weighing 50 pounds 
each and a few boxes as big as washtubs filled with gold 
bullion. The ex-career soldier covered up the cave and 
decided to look for the gold after his discharge. 


White Child Rescued From Pit by La. Minister 

A Shreveport, La., minister saved a 20-month-old white 
child from possible drowning as the youngster, who ap- 
parently strayed from his home, was lying in a water- 
filled excavation near a fire hydrant. The Rev. A. L. Scott, 
pastor of the Tithing Tabernacle Baptist Church, found 
the child, David Wayne Hensley, in the water.

Ironically, the youth 
was arrested shortly before the accident for reportedly 
being involved in a minor traffic accident. 


Learns She Is Negro, White Group Drops Secretary 

A Tulsa, Okla., legal secretary, Mrs. Fredi H. Boone, who 
was welcomed by mail into membership in the National 
Assn. of Legal Secretaries, revealed the organization later 
returned her $3 dues money, apparently after learning 
she is a Negro. Mrs. Boone said the organization, head- 
quartered in Ft. Worth, Texas, had asked her to help 
organize a Tulsa chapter, then, after she wrote two mem- 
bers-at-large, her membership was revoked. 


Albuquerque Bridge Club Votes To Admit Negro 
Alvin Arnold, center of a recent controversy over 
whether or not to admit Negroes to the Albuquerque 
(N. M.) Bridge Club, was voted into the organization in 
balloting by 117 old members. The club voted to let 
Negroes join after Arnold made formal application. 








Rights Commissioner Opposes Ike’s Racial Views 

Opposing President Eisenhower’s view that laws cannot 
change people’s racial attitudes, George M. Johnson, sole 
Negro member on the President’s Civil Rights Comm., 
urged the passage of anti-discrimination laws to break 
down racial prejudice. 


Party Line Phoners Ignore Plea, 2 Tots Die 

Two Crossett, Ark., children died as a result of a fire 
that swept through their house because two women held 
up rescue attempts at least 15 minutes by refusing to 
relinquish a telephone party line, an uncle charged. Tom 
Goree, uncle of victims Sandy, eight months, and Dannie 
Kay Modisette, three, said he asked the women to hang up 
the phone “so I can call the Fire Dept.” Goree said one 
woman replied: “Now ain’t that something.” The other 
allegedly retorted: “Let’s keep talking.” 


Jailed Without Charge, Father Of 6 Awarded $500 

A father of six, who sued Michigan’s Royal Oak Town- 
ship for being jailed without charge, was awarded $500 
damages in a Detroit Court. Thirty-four-year-old James 
K. Murphy contended that his civil rights had been vio- 
lated when he was held for more than two days last 
February. 
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REDS SAY NEGRO UNIONIS] 
A Soviet charge that U.S. labor leaders deleted sections 
from Premier Khrushchev’s statement on race discrimi- 
nation at the San Francisco labor dinner provoked an 
international furore a week after his return to Russia. 
An official summary of the meeting, whose only Negro 
guest was George L. P. Weaver, assistant to International 
Union of Electrical Workers President James B. Carey, 
carried no mention of the remarks. An aide explained 
that the remark was “a needling attack” and wasn’t 
pertinent to the discussion. 
However, when Khrushchev arrived in Moscow, the 
Soviet newspapers publicized the incident.

In Mississippi, the Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. warned 
a group meeting of the Southern Christian Ministers Con- 
ference that the chances for economic reprisals and bodily 
harm are “much greater in Mississippi than in any other 
section.” But he urged Negroes to make suffering a virtue 
and “conduct the fight on the highest level of dignity and 
discipline.” 


24 Michigan Women Charge Hiring Practices Unfair 

In Bay City, Mich., 24 Negro women filed complaints 
charging discrimination in hiring practices against the 
Auto Lite Co. and the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission. The complaint called unfair the so-called 
“referral” system between the E. S. C and Auto Lite. The 
Michigan FEPC is investigating the charges. 


Insect Spray Kills Girl, Hospitalizes Three 

A citrus tree spray was blamed for the death of an 
eight-year-old girl in Winter Haven, Fla. Sheriff Hagan 
Parish said Loretha Newton died of Pyrethrine poisoning 
after her father used the spray to rid his house of insects. 
Three other Newton children were hospitalized.

Archer Claytor Named Mich. ‘Doctor Of Year’ 

Dr. Archer A. Claytor, 65, a Saginaw, 
Mich., physician who has delivered 4,000 
babies, was named the “Foremost Family 
Physician for 1959-60” by the Michigan 
Medical Society in Grand Rapids. He is 
the first Negro to receive the award. Born 
of ex-slave parents in Virginia, Dr. Clay- 
tor was a pharmacist for five years be- 
fore he studied medicine and began . 
practice at the age of 42. One of 13 chil- Dr. Claytor 
dren college-educated by an illiterate father who practiced 
the healing art among animals, Dr. Claytor was graduated 
from Temple University, studied at Northwestern and was 
later graduated from Meharry Medical College in Nash- 
ville. 





Toledo Okays Segregated Medical Records 

Acting on the report of an interracial medical team, 
the Toledo City Council approved the use of “Negro” and 
“white” in the medical records of the city Health Dept. 
The Board of Community Relations recommended the 
racial tags after Dr. James Bond, a Negro, and Dr. Marian 
Rejent, white, reported there was medical evidence to 
support the use of racial identification. Negro Council- 
man James B. Simmons Jr., who asked the BCR to in- 
vestigate the use of race tags, moved adoption of the 
report, but said he did not necessarily agree. 


Fla. Medic Found Guilty Of Tax Evasion 

Dr. Lincoln B. Childs of Jacksonville, Fla., was found 
guilty of evading payment of income taxes for 1947 after 
he entered a plea of nolo contendere—no contest. Dr. 
Childs was convicted after Howard C. Pearl, a former 
Internal Revenue Service agent who investigated the 
physician’s income for five years, testified Dr. Childs failed 
to report 1947 income which resulted in a tax deficiency 
of $2,597.96. 
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Wichita Dentist Heads Board Of Education 

Dr. H. N. Sims, 59-year-old*Wichita, Kans., dentist, be- 
came the first Negro to be chosen president of the Wichita 
Board of Education. He was elected by fellow school board 
members, although the members themselves are elected 
by the community at large. A non-salaried job, members 
of the board of education determine school policies, set 
teachers salaries, buy sites, let contracts for school con- 
struction and hire all school employees. 


Howard Univ. Gets $80,000 To Study Saliva 

Howard University College of Dentistry received an $80,- 
000 grant from the U. S. Public Health Service for a five 
year study of the role of saliva in the healing of wounds 
in the mouth. Dr. George W. Wade, associate professor of 
oral diagnosis, is chief investigator, and Dr. Harold Flem- 
ing, professor of research, will supervise the project, the 
first of its kind. Research will be conducted first on lower 
animals and then on human beings. 


Claims Birth-Control Bans Violates Civil Rights 
Civil liberties are violated by state laws prohibiting the 
sale and use of birth control devices, the American Civil 
Liberties Union declared in a policy statement issued in 
New York City. The ACLU said such laws were contrary 
to the due process guarantees of the 14th Amendment and 
also infringe on the right to “live, enjoy liberty and pursue 
happiness free of unnecessary governmental restraint.” 


Dies Of Fright In Dentist Chair 


A two-year-old Memphis boy died in a dentist’s 
chair and was believed by authorities to have died of 
fright. Doctors say Harold Fitch, whose father 
watched him slump in the chair while awaiting an 
injection of venethine by a dentist may have been 
frightened to death by the impending injection. 
Diagnosis of the death was withheld, pending fur- 
ther investigation. 
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Dr. Felton Clark Appointed To U. S. Advisory Post 

Dr. Felton G. Clark, president of Southern University, 
was appointed to the 12-member National Advisory Com- 
mittee, which will assist the U. S. Office of Education 
in administering the graduate fellowship program. Ac- 
cording to U. S. Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. 
Derthick, each fellowship may run for three years and is 
to be used in work toward a doctoral degree. 


Denied Entrance To Miss. White College, Fined $600 

Arrested on possession of illegal liquor and reckless 
driving charges after unsuccessfully attempting to enroll 
at all-white Mississippi Southern College in Hattiesburg, 
former University of Chicago student Clyde Kennard was 
found guilty and fined $600 and costs. Kennard, 33, who 
denied the charges, claiming they were “trumped up,” had 
been arrested by two constables after they allegedly found 
five bottles of whisky and wine in his car. His attorney, 
R. Jesse Brown who represented lynch victim Mack 
Charles Parker prior to his abduction from jail, said 
Kennard’s conviction would be appealed. 


Fla. Ist Graders Quit Temporary Negro School 
First grade students boycotting a temporary school in 
Tampa, Fla., will remain out of classes an entire year 
rather than enroll at the inferior institution their par- 
ents have decided. A total of 77 pupils in Port Tampa 
were supposed to attend the school—the only Negro school 
in the community—but only 21 crossed the picket lines set 
up by Negro mothers. Officials said the Hillsborough 
County School Board has a policy of not enrolling first 
graders after the end of the first month of school. 


Little Rock’s All-White School Closes, No Funds 

Another milestone in Little Rock’s integration story 
was passed when the board of directors of all-white 
Raney High School voted the school out of existence. 
Board officials said lack of funds prevented further 
operation.

College Males Prefer Sex With Pals, Not Lovers 

Male college students prefer to have sexual relations 
with friends and acquaintances while coeds prefer such 
experiences with the men they love. According to a study 
conducted among 1,000 students by a Colorado State Uni- 
versity sociologist, 66 per cent of males and 14 per cent of 
coeds had pre-marital affairs. Dr. Winston Erhrmann said 
a special study of 100 students revealed that 56 per cent 
of the men had relations with acquaintances, 60 per cent 
with friends, and 24 per cent with lovers. Of the women, 
only two per cent had relations with acquaintances, six 
per cent with friends and 17 per cent with lovers. He 
said some men had relations in all categories. 
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N. C. Teacher Sent To Road Gang On Check Charge 

A Wadesboro, N. C., school teacher was sentenced to 
from three to five years on the road gang for cashing a 
fellow-teacher’s $277.79 check after he was given the check 
by mistake. Freddie Townsend of Charlotte, a member of 
the Anson County Training School faculty, was sentenced 
after he pleaded guilty to cashing the check of Moses 
Roundtree Jr. who had lost it. L. Virgil Rayfield, a super- 
market owner, found Roundtree’s endorsed check and 
gave it to Townsend by mistake. 


Ga. Probes Negro, White Girls’ Training Schools 
The State of Georgia ordered probes of both the Train- 
ing School for Negro Girls, at Macon, and of the Training 
School for white Girls, at Adamsville, on the eve of the 
criminal trial of Negro school employe, Mrs. Rosa M. Jeffer- 
son, charged with drunkenness and assaulting an inmate. 


Detroit Muslims Acquire New School Site 

In Detroit, officials of the University of Islam announced 
the purchase of a building which will soon open for the 
instruction of 102 children—from kindergarten through 
the 12th grade. The Muslims were ordered out of former 
quarters by the Dept. of Building and Safety Engineers, 
which condemned the building as a “fire trap.” 


More Conn. Negroes Quit School Than Whites 

The number of Negro students who drop out of Con- 
necticut high schools before graduation is 60 per cent 
higher than that of white students, according to the State 
Civil Rights Commission.

In Milwaukee, a new law requiring that a case be trans- 
ferred from one District judge to another i: stead of to a 
criminal judge when an affidavit of prejudice is filed, was 
invoked by Atty. James W. Dorsey for defendant Herman 
G. Virgil, who is accused of raping 13 women. Judge 
Frank Gregorski will hear the case instead of Judge Rob- 
ert Hansen against whom the affidavit was filed. 


Shoots Boy, 13, Ga. Cop Loses Libe! Suit 

A Savannah, Ga., policeman, who shot and wounded 
a 13-year-old suspect in a misdemeanor case, lost a $300,- 
000 libel suit he filed against the Savannah Evening Press 
for repeating charges that his action was “murderous” 
and “criminal.” In reversing a lower court’s ruling, Court 
of Appeals Judge J. M. C. Townsend said Officer J. R. 
Harley had no right to shoot at Claud Sutton to prevent 
his escape since his alleged “trespass” of a parked truck 
did not constitute a criminal offense.

Super-real in color and CinemaScope, the movie climaxes 
one of Hollywood’s great sagas of film immortality in 
search of a celebrity. 

Moore had been picked for the role of Jim after a 
five-month search by producer Samuel Goldwyn Jr. in- 
volving talks with actor Sidney Poitier, dancer John 
Bubbles and showman Cab Calloway. Sugar Ray Robin- 
son had objected to the role because he felt it too power- 
ful to be played by an amateur. Following suit, ex- 
baseball great Jackie Robinson had also turned down 
the part because: “The scene in which Jim confronts 
Huck, mistakenly believes he’s dead and bucks his eyes, 
grovels on his knees, shakes to his bones—I found objec- 
tionable. It perpetuates the old stereotype about Negroes

fearing death. Otherwise, the script is pretty good. But 
I doubt that Archie Moore can give the role the sort of 
impact it deserves.” 

For despite his multiple talents, Moore had never waxed 
dramatic either in films or on stage. “I have played in 
a few, 15-round dramas, though,” he joked at his San 
Diego home. “I usually had the lead role.” 

Also Moore, until now, had never read Twain’s bitter 
condemnation of slavery. “I was busy making money while 
most other boys were reading the book,” he explained. 
“But I can play Jim because I talk like him and have 
lived like him.” 

Equally convinced, Goldwyn declared: “Archie Moore 
is a surprisingly good actor. He learned 16 pages of lines 
for his screen test in a little more than 24 hours and we 
were all completely amazed at the way he handled him-

The book has been out only a matter of days, but 
already the movies have shown an interest and 
there’s a good chance that one of my stops soon may 
be Hollywood. I can’t let any cats out of the bag yet 
until a deal is signed and delivered, but things look 
very promising. 

An old pal from Brooklyn’s Ebbets Field press 
box, Joe Riechler of the Associated Press, was 
one of the first writers who came to see me at 
the hospital after my accident. He said he 
wanted to write a book. I told him, “OK, Joe, 
but let’s get Dave Camerer in on it, too.” I think 
they’ve done a tremendous job. 

The story developed from hundreds of hours of 
chats the three of us taped, and I’m happy about the 
results. Baseball stories have been written before, 
but this one I feel is different. Pick up a copy and 
see what I mean.

Britain Says He Bought Slave, Freed Him 

Claiming ‘he bought a 20-year-old slave for 37% pounds 
($87.36) from Taureg traders during a trek into the Sa- 
hara Desert, Lord Maugham, 42, a wartime British intelli- 
gence officer, said in London he freed the man as soon 
as he paid the money. He said he now had evidence to 
raise the question of slavery in the House of Lords. 
Maugham, who returned from Timbuktu, French Sudan, 
a seriously ill man, said he suspected attempts had been 
made to poison him. His travelling companion, journalist 
Michael Davidson, was stricken also. 
Assaults Nezro In Denmark, White GI Gets 3 Months 

A municipal court in Copenhagen, Denmark, sentenced 
George A. Lancaster, a former U. S. soldier, to three 
months in prison for assaulting a Negro musician.

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Protests Interference With S. African Segregation 

Vigorously protesting to the UN in New York against 
any outside interference with South Africa’s rigid segrega- 
tion laws, Eric H. Louw, the Union’s foreign minister, said 
his country’s racial policy “takes account of the traditions, 
the cultures and the needs of the Bantu (African) 
peoples.” 


Howard U. Grad Wins $140,000 In London 

A 42-year-old Jamaican hospital attendant, Reuben 
McCatty, who graduated from Howard University in 1950, 
won England’s $140,000 soccer pool in London. McCatty, 
who studied medicine five years in Switzerland and two 
years in England, said he would use the money to continue 
medical studies in London. 


Selassie Urges Co-Operative Farming In Ethiopia 

Urging his people to return to farming and to form 
co-operates, Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia broadcast 
an offer of land to the landless and loans to prospective 
farmers at 24 per cent interest. Once considered pro- 
Western in his foreign policy, Selassie recently announced 
his country’s neutrality following a visit to Russia.

In Cincinnati, before a packed courtroom, Archie Rob- 
inson, attorney for the internationally famous Platters, 
arrested Aug. 9, in a downtown hotel room with four 19- 
year-old girls, declared the group had lost $500,000 worth 
of business since the arrest.

Dramas By Negro Writers Set For Broadway 

A new play by Langston Hughes, Tambourines To Glory, 
based on the poet-playwright’s novel of the same name, 
has been bought by the Theater Guild in New York for 
production on Broadway in the 1959-60 season. The play 
will be staged with music, and will tell the story of Negro 
women who decide to form a storefront church in Harlem. 
The Guild has also acquired rights to Marcus In The High 
Grass, a first play by William Gunn, a young actor who 
drew praise in the off-Broadway lead of Louis Peterson’s 
Take A Giant Step. Gunn’s play was first tried out in 
summer stock in Sacandaga, N. Y., and Westport, Conn., 
with Hollywood actor David Wayne in the lead.

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}Says Negro, Not Jerome Kern, Wrote ‘River’ 
A myth of some 30 years’ duration crediting Jerome 
Kern with the composing of Ole Man River, the No. 1 tune 
about the Mississippi River, was recently exploded by a 
noted commentator on popular music. Speaking in Mem- 
phis, “The Cradle of the Blues,’ Sigmund Spaeth, who 
has written 30 books on music and is about to publish 
another, said emphatically that the classic river song was 
written by a Kentucky Negro musician, Renwick Smith. 
Smith, according to Spaeth, wrote the tune in 1927 
while living in Paris. He called it Long-Haired Mama. 
“When the Kern-Hammerstein musical, Showboat, opened 
in New York that winter,” Spaeth said, “the hit tune 
was clearly borrowed, especially the chorus. The beat 
for Ole Man River and Long-Haired Mama was exactly 
the same.” Spaeth said when Smith, who had writ- 
ten the tune under the name of “Maury Madison,” 
learned about the use of his tune he threatened to sue. 
He later settled out of court for $5,000.

the story of a bank 
robbery plotted by Belafonte in Odds Against Tomorrow. 
an ex-cop, Dave Burke, (Ed Begley) in a small New York 
town. To carry out the job, Burke approaches John In- 
gram (Harry Belafonte), a night club singer and horse 
better in debt to a loan shark for $7,500, and Earle Slater 
(Robert Ryan) an unemployed, frustrated southerner who 
hates the whole human race, and Negroes in particular. 
Slater’s prejudice causes the robbery plan to fail. 

Exciting and suspenseful, Odds Against Tomorrow has 
a message—that bigotry has deep roots in fear and envy 
and that many Negroes have strong feelings of antago- 
nism toward white people. Ingram, a member of the so- 
called inferior racial group, emerges as the superior person 
in the drama. The film’s message, however, is projected 
dramatically and without preaching. It should set in 
motion some positive thinking in the right direction.
